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Plu g g in g A Loophole 
Sen. J o hn W. Bricker (R-Ohio ) has intro duced 
a :bill designed to remedy a situatio n in justice 
wjsich needs a cure after a recent U.S. Su- 
pCeme Co urt decisio n. 
Sen. Bricker mo deled his bill o n the mino rity 
o pinio n o f J ustices Burto n and Harlan in the 
J dncks case decisio n o n J une 3 . His measure 
w$uld pro tect the secret files o f the Federal 
BOreau o f Inv estigatio n, which were o pened to 
a « partial ex tent by the Supreme Co urt deci­ 
sio n, and at the same time safeguard the rights 
o f. the accused. 
That is the way the co urts had been functio n­ 
ing up to the time o f the J encks case decisio n 
inv o lv ing charges o f Co mmunist co nspiracy . 
Co urts in the past had been try ing to determine 
what ev idence, used by the pro secutio n fro m 
FBI files, wo uld be damaging to the defend­ 
ant — and then let the defendant’s co unsel in­ 
spect that po rtio n o f it which was relev ant. 
This is what Sen. Bricker seeks to hav e co n­ 
tinued. He wo uld hav e a judge ex amine any 
such secret do cument, determine to what ex ­ 
tent the info rmatio n sho uld be disclo sed to the 
defendant and, in additio n, make the entire do c­ 
ument part o f the trial reco rd, but sealed fo r 
disclo sure o nly to appellate co urt judges so they 
co uld remedy any abuse o f the trial judge’s 
discretio n. 
J ustice Clark, in his dissenting o pinio n in the 
J encks case, said “ intelligence agencies o f o ur 
go v ernment engaged in law enfo rcement may 
as well clo se up sho p” if ffo rced to disclo se 
all their info rmatio n. 
This is particularly true in cases inv o lv ing 
co nspirato rs 
against 
the 
U.S. 
go v ernment, 
which is o ne facet o f the Co mmunist creed. It 
is silly fo r this co untry to o pen the way fo r 
its enemies to destro y it thro ugh legal lo o p­ 
ho les. Sen. Bricker’s bill deserv es quick actio n 
to plug the lo o pho le o pened by the Supreme 
Co urt decisio n. 


If T h e Skeptics Were Rig h t 
In all public hearings o n pay ing so cial secur­ 
ity benefits to to tally and permanently dis­ 
abled wo rkers at age 5 0, which go es into effect 
J uly 1, a curio us po int o f v iew was stressed. 
It was stressed, also , in priv ate studies. 
It is the po int o f v iew that any pro gram o f 
this kind set up under public autho rity wo uld 
be ruined by the tendency to shade decisio ns in 
fav o r o f the claimants and that this wo uld lead 
to large-scale malingering. 
There was unanimo us o pinio n, o n the o ther 
hand, that the pro blem o f the to tally and per­ 
manently disabled wo rker had to be answered. 
That o pinio n carried the issue in Co ngress. An 
answer was autho rized. 
A quarter o f a millio n disabled wo rkers are 
ex pected to beco me beneficiaries o f the new 
pro v isio n in the first y ear. Within 25 y ears it 
is ex pected that upward o f a millio n will be 
receiv ing nearly a billio n do llars a y ear. 
If the skeptics are right, malingering will 
immediately beco me a pro blem and ev entually 
will beco me a scandal. If the o ptimists are 
right, the pro blem o f wo rkers who se earning 
po wer has been permanently terminated will 
be well o n the way to a so lutio n. There will 
remain o nly the actuarial pro blem o f estimat­ 
ing their numbers accurately eno ugh to co v er 
their benefits. 
A y ear ago when he was fighting fo r the pro ­ 
po sed so lutio n in the U.S. Senate, Sen. Geo rge o f 
Geo rgia, then chairman o f the Senate Finance 
Co mmittee, called it the “ mo st impo rtant ques­ 
tio n I hav e ev er presented to the American 
peo ple.” 
Certainly it co uld be described as the mo st 
impo rtant challenge ev er presented to the ho n­ 
esty o f the American peo ple. The skeptics 
are waiting. 


Calmer Reappraisal

Everyb o d y Is Ju d g in g Decisio n s O f Su p reme Co u rt 


Ev ery bo dy ’s a “ judge” in the 
mushro o ming natio nal ro w o v er 
whether the Supreme Co urt’s “ Ei­ 
senho wer liberals” hav e undermin­ 
ed, o r reaffirmed, the American 
sy stem. 
A real judge of the District of 
Co lumbia Federal Co urt so learned 
last week when he tuned by chance 
to an Ohio radio panel o f lay men 
misinterpreting the co urt’s latest 
and mo st-sensatio nal decisio ns. 
“ They ’v e ruled,” said o ne, “ that 
an American can no lo nger make 
a will leav ing his mo ney where he 
wishes.” 
‘‘And they ’v e destro y ed all co n­ 
gressio nal po wer to inv estigate” 
said a seco nd. 
“ They ’v e o pened all FBI files to 
Co mmunists,” o bjected ano ther. 
“ They ’v e ev en said the go v ern­ 
ment can’t jail Co mmunist co nspir­ 
ato rs,” said a fo urth. 
Tho ugh their 
co ncluding term 
has pro duced ah American legal 
shakeup 
perhaps 
unprecedented 
since the day s o f J o hn Marshall, 
the co urt has do ne no ne o f these 
things. 


IN THE GIRAR DWILL case 
justices ruled — no t that Stephen 
Girard v io lated the Co nstitut;o n 
when he left his estate to a scho o l 
fo r “ po o r, male, white o rphans be­ 
tween the ages o f six and ten 
y ears” — but that Philadelphia, as 
a go v ernment unit, co uld no t co n­ 
tinue as a trustee o f the racially 
discriminating scho o l it has helped 
direct fo r the last 88 y ears. 
Again, in the celebrated Watkins 
decisio n, the co urt held, no t that 
Co ngress co uld no lo nger inv esti­ 
gate but that, if it wanted the fed­ 
eral judiciary to punish witnesses 
in co ntempt o f its co mmittees, Co n­ 
gress had to be sure it was no t 
impairing indiv idual rights with in­ 
v estigatio ns ‘co nducted so lely fo r 
the aggrandizement o f the inv esti­ 
gato rs o r to ‘punish’ tho se inv esti­ 
gated.” 
In the J encks case, the co urt did 
no t o pen all federal files to defense 
atto rney s but did specify that, 
when the go v ernment calls FBI o r 
o ther agents fo r testimo ny as to 
past inv estigatio ns, it must let o p­ 
po sitio n lawy ers check tho se parts 
o f the agents’ o riginal inv estigativ e 
repo rts “ to uching the ev ents and 
activ ities to which they testify .” 


Back In to T h e Swamp 


Dirty -bo o k peddlers hav e been co nfro nted 
with a piece o f legal so ap they canno t sneer 
at — three co ncurrent decisio ns by the U.S. 
Supreme Co urt that the First Amendment do es 
no t co nstitute a license fo r filth. 
The effect o f the decisio ns is to o utlaw filth 
in the mails and o n the bo o kstands. The claim 
that this is a free-press v io latio n has been re­ 
jected. The Supreme Co urt has ruled that filth 
has no co nstitutio nal pro tectio n. 
Unfo rtunately , this do es no t so lv e the pro b­ 
lem o f ho w to keep it fro m dirty ing the hands 
o f tho se who are susceptible to it and lack 
the intelligence to pro tect themselv es. It o nly 
warns the purv ey o rs o f smut and lasciv ity that 
in future sho wdo wns they hav e no co nstitutio n­ 
al claim. 
No r can the pro blem be so lv ed by peo ple 
who make the mistake of try ing to clean up 
ev ery thing that strikes them as o bjectio nable 
—the dirty stuff first and, after that, all the 
stuff they happen to dislike. They go to o far 
and turn into censo rs. 
There is o nly o ne way the pro blem ev er can 
be so lv ed satisfacto rily , but to think it might 
be so lv ed that way is wishful thinking. The 
dirty -bo o k peddlers might decide that the risk 
Is no t wo rth the pro fit they ho pe to make, 
o o w that their lawy ers no lo nger can plead a 
co nstitutio nal right. The peddlers might crawl 
back into the swamp, taking their smut with 
ibem and liv ing happily ev er after. 


FINALLY, in the far - reaching 
Smith Act decisio n, the co urt re­ 
v ersed co nv ictio ns o f 14 seco nd- 
string Co mmunists, no t o n the the­ 
o ry that it is legal to adv o cate go v ­ 
ernmental o v erthro w but o n the 
gro und that “ tho se to who m the 
adv o cacy is addressed must be urg- 
urged to do so mething, no w o r in 
the future, rather than merely to 
believ e in so mething.” 
Unquestio ned, ho wev er, is that 
the new co urt majo rity — genera1- 
ly co nsisting o f Eisenho wer - ap­ 
po intees Earl Warren, J o hn Marsh­ 
all Harlan and William J . Brennan, 
plus Franklin Ro o sev elt ho ldo v ers 
Hugo L. Black and William O. 
Do uglas — suddenly hav e jumped 
the judiciary back to its true equal­ 
ity with Co ngress and the ex ecu­ 
tiv e. 
Often 
ano ther 
Ro o sev elt 
ap­ 
po intee — J ustice Fleix Frank­ 
furter — jo ins them. J ustices To m 
C. Clark a n d Haro ld H. Burto n, 
bo th Harry Truman appo intees, are 
the criers-o ut against the new legal 
philo so phies. 
Still unregistered in the co urt 
lineup is the newest Eisenho wer 
appo intee, J ustice Charles E. Whit­ 
taker. 
In their march up the new liberal 
line, the justices hav e struck do wn 
scho o l and transpo rtatio n segre­ 
gatio n fo f Negro es, “ ex cesses” in 
the federal emplo y e lo y alty -secur- 
ity pro gram, Defense Department 
autho rity to co urt martial ex -serv ­ 
icemen and military dependents 
o v erseas, and the right o f state 
co urts to try seditio n cases, 


EN ROUTE, they ’v e stirred a 
handful o f Ho use ex tremists to a 
call fo r impeachment o f, all nine 
justices and inspired Mississippi’s 
enraged Demo cratic Senato r J ames 
D. Eastland, chairman o f the Sen ­ 
ate J udiciary Co mmittee, to call 
fo r co nstitutio nal amendment re­ 
quiring Senate re - affirmatio n o f 
justices ev ery fo ur y ears. 
Co urt defenders see their actio ns 
as a “ pendulum swing.” They theo ­ 
rize that the philo so phy that built 
him died with Sen. J o e McCarthy , 
that the co urt is no w declaring 
there is no lo nger a “ clear and 
present danger” o f internal subv er­ 
sio n and that, after 15 y ears o f war 
and co ld war emergency defenses 
against fascism and co mmunism, 
the co untry must return to peace­ 
time pro tectio n o f traditio nal in­ 
div idual rights. 
Angry o nes disagree. To so uth­ 
erners o utraged by desegregatio n 
o rders are no w added such zealo us 
anti - Co mmunists as New Hamp­ 
shire’s Atto rney General Lo uis C. 
Wy man. He has charged that re­ 
cent subv ersiv e activ ities decisio ns 
“ hav e set the United States back 
20 y ears in its attempt to make 
certain that tho se lo y al to a fo reign 
po wer canno t create ano ther Tro ­ 
jan ho rse.” 


EVEN AMONG defenders o f the 
co urt there are tho se who see the 
co urt go ing to o far, to o fast. One 
such may be President Eisenho wer 
who . while reaffirming his respect 
fo r the co urt last Wednesday , add­ 
ed that “ po ssibly in their latest 
series o f decisio ns there are so me 
that each o f us has v ery great 
tro uble understanding.” 
The President suggested that the 


co urt majo rity is its o wn best de­ 
fender in the wo rding o f its de­ 
cisio ns. Mo st lawy ers agree that, 
amo ng recent, decisio ns, the mo st 
detailed guideline to the co urt’s 
philo so phy is the Watkins o pinio n 
which, if it hasn’t destro y ed the 
Ho use Un - American Activ ities 
Co mmittee, has crippled that mo st- 
publicized o f Co ngress’ red-hunting 
satellites. 
The co urt freed J o hn T. Watkins, 
a UAW o rganizer co nv icted fo r co m- 
tempt fo r refusing to name tho se 
with who m he wo rked during fiv e 
y ears when he admits he “ co ­ 
o perated with but nev er jo ined” 
the Co mmunist party . 
In do ing so , it raked the who le 
Un - American Activ ities Co mmit­ 
tee appro ach as reminiscent o f the 
British Parliament’s 
refo rmatio n 
day ex cesses and the anti-Catho lic 
persecutio n led by the infamo us 
Titus Oates. 


BASIC in the co urt decisio n is 
Chief J ustice Warren’s reminder to 
Co ngress that, if it cho o ses, it still 
has po wer to “ enfo rce” its o wn 
o rders by calling tho se who refuse 
to talk fo r hearing befo re the who le 
Ho use and, by v o te, jailing them 
until they agree to answer ques­ 
tio ns. But, Mr. Warren added, 
when Co ngress asks the co urts to 
act as its co erciv e agent, it must 
abide by judicial rules. 
One such rule is that co mmit­ 
tees canno t 
call 
witnesses 
and 
fo rce testimo ny , unless they hav e 
a specific legislativ e purpo se fo r 
their inquiry . 
In an o pinio n fo o tno te, Mr. War­ 
ren 
recalled 
Wo o dro w 
Wilso n’s 
writing that “ the info rming func­ 
tio n o f Co ngress sho uld be preferr­ 
ed ev en to its legislativ e functio n.” 
But that reference, he insisted, ap­ 
plied to “ the po wer o f Co ngress to 
inquire into and publicize co rrup­ 
tio n, maladministratio n, o r inef­ 
ficiency in the agencies o f go v ern­ 
ment.”

SOMETHING ELSE, the chief 
justice said, has emerged in po st 
Wo rld War II inquires and he 
struck at it with the wo rds: “ We 
hav e no do ubt there is no co ngres­ 
sio nal po wer to ex po se fo r the sake 
o f ex po sure. 
“ Abuses o f inv estigativ e pro cess 
may imperceptibly lead to abridge­ 
ment o f pro tected freedo m,” he 
co ntinued. 
“ The mere summo ning o f a wit­ 
ness and co mpelling him to testify 
against his will abo ut his beliefs, 
ex pressio ns, o r asso ciatio ns is a 
measure o f go v ernmental interfer* 
ence. And when tho se fo rced rev ­ 
elatio ns co ncern matters that are 
uno rtho do x , 
unpo pular, o r ev en 
hateful to the public, the reactio n 
in the life o f the witness may be 
disastro us. 
“ This effect is ev en mo re harsh 
when it is past beliefs, ex pressio ns 
o r asso ciatio ns that are disclo sed 
and judged by current standards 
rather than tho se co ntempo rary 
with the matters ex po sed.” 
Co mmittees, Mr. Warren ruled, 
are designed “ to act as the ey es 
and ears o f Co ngress in o btaining 
facts upo n which the full legisla­ 
ture can act.” But the Un-Amer­ 
ican Activ ities Co mmittee, he said, 
has said in annual repo rts that 
“ inv estigatio n to info rm the Ameri­ 
can peo ple is the real purpo se o f 
the Ho use co mmittee” and h a s 
called itself a co mmittee” . . . to 
ex po se peo ple and o rganizatio ns at­ 
tempting t& destro y this co untry .” 


MR. WARREN brushed o ff as to o 
bro ad to be accepted the go v ern­ 
ment co ntentio n that the co mmittee 
had a basic duty to info rm Co n­ 
gress o f plo ts to o v erthro w go v ern­ 
ment so legislativ e safegu a r d s 
co uld be erected. 
“ Fro m 
this 
co re,” 
he 
co m­ 
plained, “ the co mmittee can radi­ 
ate o utward infinitely to any to p­ 
ic tho ught to be related in so me 
way to armed insurrectio n. 
The o uter reaches o f this do main 
are kno wn o nly by the co ntent o f 
‘un-American activ ities.* Remo te­ 
ness o f subject can be aggrav ated 
by a pro be fo r depth o f detail ev en 
farther remo v ed fro m any basis 
o f legislativ e actio n.

WASHINGTON W)—Rep. Brooks 
Hay s (D-Ark) said today he be­ 
liev es the foreig n aid bill will pass 
the Hou se pretty mu ch as ap­ 
prov ed by the Hou se Foreig n Af­ 
fairs Committee. 
Hay s, a senior committee Dem­ 
ocrat, was sponsor of a su rprise 
mov e in closed committee session 
Monday 
which 
g av e 
President 
Eisenhower a partial v ictory in 
his requ est for long -term aid au ­ 
thority . 
The Hou se g rou p then went on 
to approv e, 2-6, a $3,242,333,000 
foreig n aid au thorization bill for 
the new fiscal y ear. This is abou t 
600 million 
dllars 
below 
what 
Eisenhower sou g ht and 375 mil­ 
lions less than v oted by the Sen­ 
ate. 
Chairman 
G or don 
(D-Ill) 
called the Hou se committee’s bill 
“better” than the Senate’s v er­ 
sion and said the measu re wou ld 
probably be brou g ht u p for Hou se 
action by the end of nex t week. 
The bill wou ld au thorize 400 mil­ 
lion dollars less than the $1,900,- 
000,000 Eisenhower asked 
fo r 
arms aid this y ear and 200 mil 


lions less than the 900 millions he 
sou g ht for economic help to cou n­ 
tries which also g et U.S. military 
assistance. It also rejects mu ch 
of the long -rang e aid au thority the 
President requ ested. 
Bu t Gordon said the committee 
bill is still big enou g h to help 
“make ou r cou ntry secu re and 
sou nd and also make- ou r allies 
secu re from Sov iet domination.” 
The su rprise came when the 
committee, by a 17-10 cou nt, re­ 
v ersed its decision of last Fri­ 
day and approv ed, with redu ced 
fu nds, Eisenhower’s plea for 
a 
three-y ear loan fu nd for economic 
dev elopment abroad. The commit­ 
tee earlier had ag reed to only 500 
million dollars the first y ear, re­ 
jecting the Vk billion requ ested 
for the two su cceeding y ears.

LONDON (¿V-Britain's commer­

view with 
President 
Nasser

Egypt. 
The Egyptian leader defended 
his country’s acceptance of Soviet 
arms, expressed hope that Egypt 
and Britain will be friends again 
and warned that U.S. policy will 
turn nationalists into Communists 
The interview was filmed last 
Friday in the garden of Nasser’s 
Cairo home. Speaking in English, 
Nasser 
appeared 
nervous 
when 
the questions began but gained 
poise as the interview went along. 
He 
said 
Britain 
and 
Egypt 
"have to return to normal rela­ 
tions.” 
“ I ’m sorry about the period of 
bad relations between Britain and 
Egypt,” he continued, “ and I hope 
both countries will work for good 
relations in order to be friendly 
again.” 
Nasser described Egypt’s 
for­ 
eign policy as one of “ nonalign­ 
ment,” 
sim ilar 
to 
India’s. 
He 
said 
Egypt 
purchosed 
Commu­ 
nist arms to defend itself “ against 
aggression.” 
Asked about Egypt’s recent ac­ 
quisition of three Soviet subma­ 
rines,* Nasser said, “ We want to 
build up our navy as we build our 
arm y and our air force . . . Why 
not have submarines?”

The Egyptian President said he

East,” 
Nasser said. “ But the Americans 
insist that nationalism is commu­

w ill turn the nationalists to be 
Communists.” 
Nasser said the question of Is- 
rali ships using the 
Suez Canal 
could not be 
isolated 
from

whole Palestine problem and was 
; linked with such matters as “ the 
rights of Arabs of Palestine who 
were expelled from their terri­ 
tory.” 
Asked .if he wanted to see Israel 
destroyed, Nasser said there is a 
“ difference between the rights of 
the Arabs in Palestine and the 
I destruction of Israel.”

“ I don’t believe in war and I 
don’t believe any small country 
can raise war,” he added. “ We 
have said before we are ready to 
accept the United Nations resolu­ 
tion of 1947 — that is, to give the; 
Arabs their rights and to give the 
Jew s their rights.” 
A 1947 U.N. resolution set up 
boundaries for a partition of Pa l­ 
estine into Israeli and Arab states 
and 
the 
internationalization 
of 
Jerusalem .

rejected 
the plan at the time, and Israel 
also has refused it since the Pal­ 
estine War.
